Almost all of the major pa- 
tronage offices in St. Louis’s 
unusual combined city-county 
arrangements are held by mem- 
bers of the committee, and al- 
most all the members of the 
committee are holding elective 
or appointive jobs. 

This cozy arrangement gives a 
relatively small ring of politi- 
cians control of both the Demo- 
cratic City Committee and the 
governmental offices not covered 
by civil service provisions. 

Because of their tight control 
over their own ward organiza- 
tions, it enables them to name 
the party’s nominees for the 
Board of Aldermen and to con- 
trol that legislative body also.

CLEVELAND, Jan. 8 (AP)— 
Dr. Samuel Sheppard was grant- 
ed permission today to attend 
the funeral of his mother, Mrs. 
Ethel Sheppard, who shot her- 
self yesterday. Her other two 
osteopath sons—Richard N. and 
Stephen—said she was despond- 
ént over Sheppard’s second de- 

ee murder conviction in the 
killing of his wife. 

Sheppard sobbed yesterday 
afternoon when he learned of 
his mother’s death. As the day 
wore on he calmed himself. 
Deputies said he read a pocket- 
size novel and a newspaper 
supplement until 3 a.m. He Was 
awakened at 6 a.m. to eat. the 
jail breakfast of cerea), bread, 
milk and coffee. Then he slept 
again. 

Common Pleas Judge Harry 
A. Hanna gave the order that 

. will enable Sheppard to go to 
his mother’s funeral Monday 
afternoon in a suburban Lake- 
wood mortuary. He will be 
handcuffed to two deputies. 

Sheppard has been in jail 
since July 30. Convicted by a 
jury Dec. 21, he was sefitenced 
to life imprisonment, which 
means he will not be eligible 
for parole for 10 years. 

He wept today as he talked 
with his pastor about his 
mother’s death. He told the Rev. 
Alfred C. Kreke, pastor of Bay 
Methodist Church, that Mrs. 
Sheppard had pinned all her 
hopes on the belief her son 
would be acquitted. 


The New York Post today 
quoted Dr. Sheppard as saying 
that “the unjust court and out- 
right public persecution” in his 
murder trial caused his mother 
to take her life. The Post said it 
had obtained the statement by 
Sheppard from a close friend 
who visited the doctor in the 
county jail. 

The visitor, the Post said, 
quoted Sheppard as saying: “My 
mother took her life as a result 
of American injustice. Although 
no person Had more faith in Sam 
Sheppard's innocence, no person 
lost moré faith in her fellow man 
and in U.S. law than she. 

“Mother found . the unjust 
court and outright public perse- 
cution more than she could en-

Harmony is desirable in governmental 
affairs but it will make campaigning diffi- 
cult for the practical politicians who want 
clear-cut issues and positive legislative rec- 
ords or promises for their appeals to the 
voters back on the farm and in the city 
precincts before the 1956 general eleetions. 


The party officials most concerned are | 


Republican National Chairman Leonard W. 
Hall ‘and the new Democratic Chairman 
Paul M. Butler. Without definite author- 
ity, they and their headquarters staffs must 
be the responsible link between Congress 
which will be writing the national legisla- 
tive record during the next two years and 
the state and local leaders who will direct 
the party organizations at the working or 
grass roots base which largely determines 
the outcome of elections, countrywide as 
well as countywide. 

At stake is the two-party system which 
has demonstrated repeatedly that its sur- 
vival depends far more on local organiza- 
tion and local attachment than on national 
issues and the success or failure of presi- 
dential candidates. This was clearly shown 
after the Democratic defeats in 1923 and 
1952 and the Republican debacles in 1932

What was Secretary Benson's real reason for 
firing a career employe who has been in the 
federal service for 20 years? Was it because the 
Cabinet member believed Mr, Ladejinsky to be 
a security risk, as he was described in the Agri- 
culture Department’s official statement? Or was 
it because Mr. Benson wanted to get rid of an 
outstanding official with a Russian accent in 
order to replace him with someone more “rep- 
resentative” of American farming? 

In fact, Secretary Benson now enlarges the 
confusion with his press statement in Chi- 
eago that “the public hasn’t heard all the 
facts” and that “unless new evidence” came 
to light he would still fire Mr. Ladejinsky. If 
Mr. Benson would still fire his former attache 
as a security risk, how can the Secretary then 
say: “I personally am glad the matter has been 
resolved apparently to everyone's satisfaction.” 
is this high Cabinet officer “satisfied” to have 
a man he regards as a security risk going to 
the Communist target of Viet Nam? 

Why, if President Eisenhower is content to 
allow Mr. Ladejinsky to be sent to Viet Nam by 
FOA, does the White House not require Secre- 
tary Benson to apologize for his smear? Why 
was this spread on the long and distinguished 
record which Mr. Ladejinsky made for this 
country years after his birth in the great agri- 
cultural region of the Ukraine? 

How can there be security standards seeming- 
ly less strict for the Department of State and 
the FOA.than for the Department of Agricul- 
ture? How can an Administration that stands 


for business methods and efficiency allow a mat- | 


ter so important as security regulations to de- 
generate into a mish-mash of contradictions? 

There is still another matter that needs a. 
thorough going into. That is the seeming anti- 
Semitism, as reflected in the letter released to 
the country by Secretary Benson's executive 
assistant, Milan Smith, Mr. Benson has backed 
away only so far. Why does he not go all the 
way in repudiating the performance of his own 
assistant as well as the contents of the letter 
his department put out? 

Yet another question for investigation is that 
raised by J. Glen Cassity, Agriculture Depart- 
ment security officer. As Mr. Cassity figures 
it, the more anti-Communist Mr, Ladejinsky is, 
the more possible it is that his anti-Communism 
is just a blind. He suggests the notion that Mr. 
Ladejinsky would not risk harm to his sisters 
in Russia by working against Communism here 
and in Asia were there not some. kind of under- 
standing between him and the masters of Russia. 

Due to the outraged protests from Senator 
Humphrey of Minnesota, Representative Judd 
of the same state, Ambassador Allison at Tokyo 
and others this astonishing case came promptly 
to publie attention. But what if it had not been 
taken up in Congress or in the préss? | 

Then Mr. Ladejinsky would be on the scrap- 
heap and powerless to do anything about it. Two 
conclusions are inescapable: First, that only the 
force of public opinion caused the White House 
to act. Second, that Mr. Stassen was given the 
job of taking the heat off Ezra Taft Benson.

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The Lesson of False Economy 


Gov. Donnelly’s budget message indicates a 
new era in Missouri financial policy. The Gover- 
nor has recommended state operating expendi- 
tures_of $75,966,000 for the 1955-57 biennium. 
That is a record sum. It is nearly $14,000,000 
more than current state expenses. 

As Herbert A. Trask reported from Jefferson 
City, “The most striking feafure of the Gover- 
nor’s fiscal plan is his liberal treatment of state 
mental hospitals. . . . " Two years ago the Gov- 
ernor trimmed the requests of these institutions 
and the Legislature trimmed his requests. This 
niggardly policy aroused justified criticism. 

Now the Governor has not only accepted the 
hospital’s requests but even increased them in 
places. Thus he puts the need for humane treat- 
ment of the mentally fll up to the Legislature. 

Obviously, the bloody prison riots and public 
concern for mental hospitals and other state in- 

‘ stitutions have left their mark on Jefferson City 
and Gov. Donnelly's fiscal poli¢y. As the Gov- 
ernor says, the tendency of recent years to cur- 
tail state services, in @ period of rising costs, 
has proved “false economy.” And this policy cer-

Plenty of evidence can be adduced to support 
the theory that the resemblance ends there. The 
ratio of dividends to stpck prices, the price of 
stocks as related to other prices; the absence of 
frenzied speculation based on low margins and 
big loans, all argue that conditions which led to 
the 1929 disaster are absent today. 7 

All the same, a prudent watchfulness on the 
part of Government leaders would not be at all 
amiss. If the time ever comes when booming ac- 
tivity in the stock market attracts savings in sig- 
nificant volume away from constructive invest- 
ment and into purely speculative stock gam- 
bling, the unhealthy situation of 1929 will be 
on the way to being reconstructed. 

When Congress gets around to considering 
the matter, as it surely will, one question that 
ought to be asked is to what extent the stock 
boom reflects the tax discrimination which Con- 
gress last year granted to income received in 
the form of dividends. 

Nearly two-thirds of the 1954 rise in stock 
prices took place after the Senate adopted the 
House bill which gave this unfair special tax 
treatment to dividends. Such discrimination was 
bound to make stocks more desirable, but may 
or may not increase national production and 
help maintain full employment. If it appears 
that this discrimination is helping to create an 
unsound stock boom, it should be repealed.

Each year. finds more Tunisian 
college graduates hunting gov- 
ernment posts. 

On the other end of the eco- 
nomic scale are the laborers, 
sketchily organized by the Tu- 
nisian Labor Federation, coached 
from time to time by America’s 
CIO. The leaders are young, 
active. They expect to be 
strongly heard in any Tunisian 
legislature set up under the 
agreements with France. Re- 
cently they sent representatives 
to Yugoslavia to find how Tito 
welds Moslems into Communist- 


Communism. 

Those striving hardest for 
government power are the well- 
educated Moslems, generally re- 
ferred to as Arabs. The rage 
to rule themselves took hold 
before the war and has period- 
ieally reached riot proportions 
since. The various changing 
French governments have prom- 
ised reforms and increased par- 
ticipation in the government 
year after year but have daw- 
dled about making decisions. 
Since French Premier Pierre 
Mendes-France promised local 
autonomy last July, the French 
have debated with leaders of the 
less orthodox Moslem party how 
much of the police power, the 
educational system, tax and fis- 
cal controls will be turned over 
to the Tunisians. 

There is serious uncertainty 
here about what will happen 
when local control passes over. 
Bitterest of the opponents of

Hires Wyatt 
For SY ears 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 8 
(INS) — Arkansas Head Coach 
Bowden Wyatt today signed a 
five-year contract to become 
head football coach and assistant 


athletic director at the Univer- 
sity of Tennessee. 

Wyatt, who directed the Ar- 
kansas Razorbacks to a South- 
west Conference crown and a 
shot at Georgia Tech in the 
Cotton Bowl this year, had been 
rumored a hot prospect for the 
Volunteer job vacated by Har- 
vey Robinson, who was dismissed 
after the 1954 season. 

The announcement was issued 
by Dean Nathan W. Doughrty, 
chairman of the Tennessee Ath- 
letic Council. Doughrty said 
Wyatt was a unanimous choice 
by the 15-member council. 

The amount of money in- 
volved in Wyatt's five-year con- 
tract was not disclosed, but re- 
liable sources close to the uni- 
versity put his salary at about 
$15,000 a year. The contract 
calls for the ex-Razorback men- 
tor to begin work immediately. 
Wyatt will reportedly bring 
George Cafego, Arkansas back- 
field coach, along with him to 
Tennessee. Cafego and Wyatt 
played football together at the 
Knoxville school in 1938 when 
Team Captain Wyatt led the 
Volunteers to an undefeated sea- 
son and to the Orange Bowl. 

Doughrty said Wyatt’s ap- 
pointment as head football coach 
and assistant athletic director 
would not affect coaches of 
other major sports at the uni- 
versity.

The gift of lights was made 
following publication of a series 
of articles in the Post-Dispatch 
showing how far St. Louis lags 
behind many cities and small 
towns in the nation in providing 
lighted facilities for baseball for 
youths. 

Cleveland, Detroit, Brooklyn, 
Chicago and other cities long 
have benefited from exhibition 
games played by major-league 
baseball teams there. Last sum- 
mer the Indians were hosts to 
the Cardinals in a benefit con- 
test with all net proceeds going 
for baseball in Cleveland. The 
Ohio city has an extensive pro- 
gram of night baseball. 

Except for a brief run on tele- 
vision last October, the Cleve- 
land club hasn't been seen in St. 
Louis since the Browns were 
moved following the 1953 sea- 
son. 

Among the Cleveland stars St. 
Louisans will get another look 
at is Bob Feller, who made his 
first big headlines with a great 
strikeout performance against 
the Cardinals in an exhibition 
game nearly 20 years ago.

“Questionable characters? 
Yes, you've met them. Some 
who have had bad reputations 
in other lines of endeavor. In 
boxing itself they seemed to 
have conducted themselves 
all right. 

Nate Lewis, who once man- 
aged Pal Moore, who fought 
in St. Louis several times; 
Tom Walsh, partner of Lewis, 
who is still active in boxing: 
Jack Hurley, who managed 
Billy Petrolle, promoted in 
St. Louis for a time and 
more recently managed Harry 
Matthews and many others, 
seemed to be men of ordinary 
honesty and decency. 

Schemers? Yes, you have 
met them. They didn’t fool 
many people, unless them- 
selves. 

But now almost everybody 
connected with boxing has 
been painted black.

“I hope you will find space to

Leder wrote. 

“As you know, the rabbit pop- 
ulation is on the down grade and 
has been for the past seven 
years, and something should be 
done about it. 

“One thing that should be done 
is to change the season. I think 
the season should be from Nov. 
10 to Jan. 15, with a limit of five 
daily and five in possession. (The 
present season, which has limits 
of 10 and 10, closes Feb. 28.) 

“The season we have now is a 
joke; especially when the weath- 
er is so warm, and another joke 
is the trapping of rabbits at Wel- 
don Spring and sending them to 
France for restocking purposes. 

This surely takes the cake 
when we ourselves go out 100 
miles and don’t even see one 
rabbit. Being a rabbit hunter for 
35 years, I think I know a little 
about the best sport in Missouri.”

HIS is hog-killing time on the farm here in Belleview 
T Valley; the season when corn-fattened porkers are con- 

verted into sugar-cured bacon and ham, succulent pork 
roasts, spareribs, snowy white lard and sausage. Yet de- 
spite the fact that we like 
to butcher and cure our 
own meat, it seems that 
each season finds us turn- 


ous part of the task to the 
professionals. This past 
week, for example, an op- 
portunity presented itself 
to buy a choice fat pig 
from a neighbor who had 
_ one more than he wanted 
for his own use. Since our 
own, pigs won't. be ready 
until along in February, we 
decided to take this one 
and divide it with Matt 
and then do “our own 
butchering later on. And 
since the neighbor was 
killing hogs on Friday, 

” Matt went over in the 
morning to help and was home by 1 o'clock with our pig all 
scalded, scraped and dressed for hanging.

@ WE LIKE a bacon-type hog of just about 200 pounds, as 
this gives us hams and bacon sides of a convenient size and 
without too much lard. This is a commodity which goes beg- 
ging in these days when little food is fried in deep fat and 
there are only occasional batches of biscuits or piecrust to 
use it up. For the rest, however, there is little waste in the 
home-butchering: process. It is true we don’t make blood 
sausage and other delicacies, as the German farmers do, to 
use all the by-products. But in these days when meat for 
Mike, Tiger and Veronica is costly, good use is made of hog 
kidneys, hearts,-lungs and trimmings. These vitamin-rich 
products can be fed fresh or cooked and any surplus can be 
frozen for future use.

We favor hanging our hog carcass Over-night to 
chill out so that the meat and fat are firm when the 
cutting-up process takes place. A gambrel stick is 
inserted into the hock tendons in the hind legs and 
the hog is hung head down from a rafter in the ma- 
chine shed. Then early next morning the carcass is 
split down the backbone with a saw, after the head 
has been removed and a sharp knife run down the 
back to cut the thick layer of fat. When the two 
halves are ready, they are carried to the big picnic 
table on the terrace just outside the kitchen which 
makes a handy place to work up the meat.

@ THE TOOLS needed for butchering are quite simple; a 
meat saw or even an ordinary wood saw, scrubbed and 
scalded; two or three well-sharpened butcher knives; sev- 
eral big enameled pans to hold the various cuts as they are 
ready. First step in the cutting-up process is to strip out 
the leaf lard which lies inside along the ribs. This is cut 
loose and then peeled olit by hand. Next the tenderloin is 
removed from along the backbone and set aside, though 
we've actually known farmers who tossed this delicacy into 
the sausage. Removing the feet is the next step and these 
may be taken off at the joint or somewhat higher if you 
like a short-shanked ham and shoulder. 


x * *® 


Just how the carcass is cut up from this point 
depends on the use you want to make of it. We like 
a fairly long ham and so make our cut through the 
backbene at the third vertebra above the hip; at the 
same time cutting a short shoulder so as to save as 
many rib roasts and as much sausage meat as possi- » 
ble. Whef these have been removed and set aside, 
the ribs are cut with the saw and the spareribs 
carefully trimmed out. We then cut four or five 
standing rib roasts from each loin, though the size 
of these will naturally depend on the size of the 
family. Next the side of bacon is trimmed out and 
this, on a 200-pound hog, will weight about 12 
pounds. .

@ NOW NOTHING REMAINS but to trim all the cuts, 
separating the sausage meat from the lard-fat and trimming 
the skin from this fat. Time was when we ground our own 
sausage and even boiled out the lard in a big kettle over an 
outdoor fire. Today, however, we take the pork roasts down 
to the locker plant to be frozen and find it far easier to have 
them grind the sausage and fry out the lard. Both are 
paeked in two-pound containers, a convenient size for a 
small family, and are then frozen and taken from the locker 
as we need them. 

We've heard considerable discussion as to whether fresh 
pork sausage should be seasoned before putting it in the 


freezer or after it is thawed out for use. The truth is that 
we like to use up our sausage within 10 or 12 weeks of the 
time it is frozen—and even bring several pounds home to 
use fresh without freezing. When it is used in this way, we 
like best to season each individual batch, though it is a good 
idea to mix all the seasoning at one time so the sausage 
will be uniform in taste. Meanwhile the hams, shoulders 
- and sides of bacon are well covered with dry salt and set 
aside in the cool for a day or two. Thereafter they are put 
down to sugar-cure in brine for a length of time depending 
on the size of each cut; a process we still prefer to the va- _ 
rious dry cures.

Farm machines in 1999 ‘did 
many operations at once— 
breaking the soil, and at the 
same time conditioning, culti- 
vating, spreading fertilizer, 
pest killers and seed. 

Farmers in 1999 planted 
new hybrid corn, wheat, pote 
toes, developed by atomic 
bombardment of seeds to pro-" 
duce mutation. They used 
synthetic fertilizers, soil con- 
ditioners, hormones and pesti- 
cides; antibiotics, trace min- 
erals, leaf removers, growth 
regulators. 

Land had become precious, 
but was used well, under 
strict laws and compulsory soil 
conservation. Starvation had 
been abolished, and in Amer- 
ica people still ate steaks. Still, 
old menus and cookbooks of 
the 1950s seemed antique, and 
were displayed in museums. 


HE food on our tables is 

going to changé. It must, if 

the world of the future is to 
eat. It must change in some 
countries far more than in ours. 
Some food will come from fac- 
tories. 

In our country, certainly, the 
change should be for the better 
—more chicken, beef, pork, but- 
ter, fruits, vegetables for every- 
one. New varieties and new 
foods. Preserved in new ways, 
more astonishing than freezing. 


Agriculture has awakened to 
the fact that man can improve 
on nature. 


Chemists are finding certain 
“orgahic polyelectrolytes” 200 to 
1000 times more effective soil 
conditioners than manure, peat 
moss or plant residues. 

" Seeds with protective coatings 
should lead to thin, even plant- 
ing, instead of the present prac- 
tice—sowing many times more 
seed than you expect to harvest. 


Plant hormones and other 
chemicals are being found to 
cause leaves to drop off plants 
or grow larger; make fruit cling 
to branches and prevent prema- 
ture falling; make stems longer 
=. shorter; stimulate root 

wth; or kill one type of plant 
co not another: Chemicals can 
produce fruit without seeds; al- 
ter plants’ shapes for éasier har- 
vesting; prevent sprouting in 
storage; and speed or slow’ rip- 
ening to avoid frosts and fit 
canning schedules. 

One farmer now can feed and 
partly clothe 15 people, com- 
pared with eight in 1910 and 
fewer than five 100 years ago.

ade per cent of the sale 
able part of the entire United 
States crop is now lost to weeds, 
bugs, rats, diseases and other 
plagues. This loss is starting to 
dwindle. An acre of corn can 
yield 53 bushels today that with- 
out. weed control might yield 
seven. 

Still, not every place—and not 
forever even in the United 
States—will familiar methods be 
enough. Only 7 to 11 per cent 
of the world’s land area is now 
considered suited for cultivation. 
Every new 1 per cent will come 
hard, 

“It is now evident,” say the 
prophets, “that some factory 
process is likely to furnish man 
with a new source: of food, in 
enormous quantities and at such 
a cost that the status of whole 
populations’ may be changed,” 

What kind of food? 

Protein, essential to tissue 
building and life, is the-~ great- 
est need. -Our best present 
sources—meat, eggs and milk— 
are luxuries in most parts of 
the world. 

Crude molasses, the waste 
product of stgar-making, can 
be fermented by yeast organisms 
into edible “yeast meat,” as rich 
in protein as beef. It is being 


done in Jamaica on a pilot 
scale. 
Beef cattle, well-managed, 


yield about 50 pounds of pro- 
tein an acre. A plantation that 
produces five tons of sugar an 
acre can yield two and one half 
tons of yeast, or over a ton of 


protein an acre. Some yeast 
strains produce fat. 

Wood can be grown on billions 
of acres unsuited to other farm- 
ing. Man, unlike goats, cannot 
digest cellulose—the product: of 
trees—but the cellulose can be 
converted into digestible sugars. 

These then can be used for 
growing food yeast. Or produc- 
ing alcohol for liquid fuels. 

Tons of wood sugar are al- 
ready available in the sticky 
waste liquor of pulp-making. 
This has. been dumped into 
streams, where it kills the fish. 
It is being tried to grow fodder 
yeast in Wisconsin. 

Algae-farms are another possi- 
bility. Edible fats can be made 
from petroleum and coal.

CIENCE’S sstar-gazers see 
S synthetic food, and talk of 

“economic synthesis of food- 
stuffs from carbon dioxide, wa- 
ter and ammonia, with solar en- 
ergy’s help.” They talk of “pro- 
ducing artificial protein fibers 
by causing protein molecules to 
join in long chains, similar to 
the fibers in steaks” ‘oe oe 
“mixtures of amino acids, in- 
stead of more complicated pro- 
tein” . of “starch from carbon 
monoxide acted on by the sun.” 

One day, maintains one such 
gazer, chemist Jacob Rosin (in a 
new book, “The Road to Abun- 
dance”), we will give up ordi- 
nary plants except as decora- 
tions. 

We will let chemistry, he says, 
do the food-producing job bet- 
ter, just as chemistry has al- 
ready improved -on plants in

and dyes. “Our grandchildren 
will hardly believe that we were 
so primitive and barbaric that 
we had to eat cadavers of ani- 
mals to stay alive.” 

Perhaps. Who knows? 

As of today, most of us would 
prefer the cadavers—those lus- 
cious steaks, well-done or rare. 
Roast beef. Hot dogs. 

This is where the food fac- 
tories can rescue us, too—help 
us live as high as ever off the 
cow and hog, though a well-fed 
beef steer converts only about 
12 per cent of its feed into meat. 

While we human beings may 
or may not develop a taste for 
yeast, algae or petroleum, ani- 
mals almost certainly will be fed 
such fodders. And factory meth- 
ods may release so much feed 
that the conversion loss will be- 
come unimportant. 

Other developments should 
help. Insect cultivation for 
feeds may be possible. Synthetic 
vitamin -and antibiotic-treated 
feeds can speed animal and poul- 
try growth as much as 30 per 
cent. Animal diseases are being 
licked. We are starting to raise 
sheep that habitually produce 
twins.

We will get our future food 
certainly, from all over the 
world.

More Than 60 Carnival Groups. 
Today there are more than 60 
Carnival organizations in New 
Orleans whose sole purpose is to 
present an annual ball. In ac- 
cordance with the pattern set by 
the early Creoles, some of these 
organizations parade through the 
streets in advance of their ball.

For years our home has had very little of that 
what-to-do atmosphere so often found in American 
life. There seldom is a dull moment when two or more 
of us are together. Our conversation has improved 
not only in quality but in quantity. 

In fact, after a busy, tiring day, when time for the

N A GRAY AND misty day, a few weeks ag0, 
an aged man rose in London's aficient West- 
minster Hall to make a brief speech. 

“This is to me the most memorable public 
- a 2 By. occasion of my life,” he told his listeners. “No one 
ee i. has ever received a similar mark of honor before.” 
. Thus did Sir Winston Churchill, prime minister of 
Great Britain sad aeokehie iat ae ena ot bis 
day, give thanks to his well-wishers on his 80th 

birthday. 

Churchill's familiar voice, a little halting with age. 
brought back the old familiar surge of pride to his 
audience of prominent Britons. hk echoed, too, in 
America. 

For as the warm but stately observance of 
Churchill's birthday drew to a close, Americans found 
themselves. with a fresh and stimulating idea. The 
idea: To delay no longer in making Churchill, as he 
nears the end of his career, an honorary citizen of 
the United States. Suggested a few titnes before, the 
idea seemed greatly appealing to Americans who have 
long honored and loved Churchill both as an English:

2) Churchill already is half-American by birth. 
He is the son of Lady Randolph Churchill, who

Churchill's - great-grandfather fought as a captain in 
the U.S. Army during the War of 1812, and his great- 
great-grandfather served in Washington’s army. Few 
native Americans are as well identified with U.S. 


3) Churchill represents closer ties with Britain. 

At a time when rifts have appeared in the Grand 
Alliance-of Britain and America, when there is sniping 
on béth sides of the Atlantic, it could be singularly 
appropriate to honor Britain’s wartime and present 
leader. This is admittedly a political argument, yet 
such arguments carry great weight in international 
relations. Britons would doubtless consider an act of

4) Churchill is known in America.

Take this typical case. A firm issued 
29,910,000 shares of stock to the pub- 
lic at one cent per share, making a total 
public investment of $299,100 (just 
below the $300,000 limit). 

However, the company president 
allotted to hiniself an additional 15,- 
000,000 shares as his “take” for trans- 
ferring his mining claims to the firm. 
The money, raised from the public, will 
be used to discover whether there's 
uranium ore on the property. If there 
is, the president gets a third of the 
profits for next to nothing. 

Another company collected the 
standard $300,000 from the public for 
exploration. But of this, $70,000 was 
spent in peddling the stock, and the 
man who put the deal together took 
out another $75,000 in cash. That left 
only $155,000—or about half of the 
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its registration when it found that sales- 


men had made extravagant claims 
about some Utah-Wyoming uranium 
stock. Claims like these: 

~That the mine was in actual pro- 
duction. It wasn’t. 

—That the mine had great quantities 
of uranium ore on the ground surface. 
It didn’t. — 

—That no uranium shares ever had 
showed a loss. Many have. 

—That only a small portion of the 
stock remained unsold. Not true. 

—That the stock would soon be 
worth $1 or more. Highly unlikely. 

Of course, the SEC can act only 
against companies operating illegally 
in more than one state or using the 
mails. But there are other safeguards.
